Prof. J. L. Levister, of Shaw University was introduced 
and said many good things to us. The Moderator made a 
timely response to-the remarks made. 

After appointing several committees the Moderator pro- 
ceeded to deliver his annual address, as follows: 

Dear Brethren, in the providence of God we are blessed to meet 
again in this, the 25th annual session of the Ebenezer Baptist Asso- 
ciation of Western North Carolina and North South Carolina, with 


the Center Baptist church of Lowell, N. C. 
After another year of arduous and faithful labor upon various 
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fields and under varied circumstances, we are blessed to meet on the 
same grounds and with some of the same brethren we met nine years 
ago. 

I do not call your attention to any information new to you nor to 
conditions unobserved by you when I speak of the manifold and con- 
stant blessing of Almighty God, who is wisdom, love, merey and truth, 
who neither forgets nor neglects His own, His co- ‘laborers for His 
blessings have been ceaseless through ages. Our being here is a man- 
ifestation of His lovingkindness and Fatherly care. 

The vacant seats of those whom we have so often seen here re- 
mind us that though cared for and protected by a Heavenly Father, 
and watched over by Him who is love, we too must ere long answer 
to the roll call and give account of the deeds done here, whether they 
be good or evil. 

Whatever has been the answer of those gone on we, the living, 
still have an opportunity to make good. Granting we have all fallen 
short in the past, we can now arouse ourselves and by self-effacement 
and earnest consecration devote ourselves to the betterment of the 
Lord’s host and the uplift of man everywhere, in the establishment 
and spread of the kingdom of God to the end that His will may be 
done on earth as it is in heaven. 


OUR MISSION. 


What music fills the soul? What thoughts inspire the mind, as we 
contemplate the vastness of our mission? As the mountain springs 
give forth their limpid and erystal waters in the warm, dry summer, 
to refresh and invigorate the lowlands and valleys of earth, so may 
this meeting pour forth its influence to strengthen and rejuvenate life 
in the Christian Church. 

The successful work of this Association, from year to year, is not 
due to might or strength or skill as men, but to our loyalty to Him, 
who said ‘‘Upon this rock I build my church and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.’’ 

The church is still standing and is more firmly planted than ever. 
It is waiting with larger undertakings and expectations. 


Among the old Romans there once prevailed a very significant 
custom of holding the face of every new-born infant toward the heav- 
ens, signifying by thus presenting its head to the stars that it was to 
look above the world into Celestial glory. Christianity dispelled the 
fable and gives us a clear realization of that pagan yearning in the 
deep solicitude which all of us disciples cherish for the uplift of all 
humanity. 

We are here in this grand old Christian body, made up of Chris- 
tian brethren whose hearts have been touched by the love of God and 
whose faces have been turned toward heaven and the deepest and 
greatest interest is in the uplift of the race. 

Hither we come to devise means and project plans for higher 
Christian culture and thus prepare spirits for heaven and immortal 
glory. 

The thought that runs like a thread of gold through Paul’s epis- 
tles was fellowship for all lovers of his Lord. Others might set down 
what he had to say on duty and doctrine. But when he would express 
the fullness of his heart for his brethren, his own hand grasped the 
pen and wrote the glorious greeting. ‘‘Ofttimes strong attachments 
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arise from oneness of ‘occupation; but there can be no bond between 
human souls like the high calling in Christ Jesus.’’ 

IT am thankful to Almighty God that I am enlisted with the work- 
ing Baptists of the State. 

In 1913 we were blessed to meet in the extreme western part of 
the State or field, almost at the foot of the Blue Ridge mountains, 
but this setting finds us in a warmer clime, where we can catch the 
warm breath of the Sunny South. 

In numerical increase, the denomination has made wonderful 
strides in two decades. We now claim over two hundred thousand 
communicants in the State. But mere numerical increase in itself is 
no infallible proof of efficient, effective and aggressive growth. What 
is the significance of two hundred thousand colored Baptists in the 
State? What does it mean to the denomination, in the moral, educa- 
tional and religious life of the people? 

If the membership of the Baptist Church in the State is larger 
than that of all denominations combined, and we, as an Association, 
are a part and parcel of the two hundred thousand, then our responsi- 
bility is greater than that of all the other denominations combined. 
Are we meeting our obligations and measuring up to the responsibili- 
ties? If we are not, then it is for us here in this meeting to take such 
action and lay such plans as will enable us to discharge every duty 
and meet every responsibility. 

As we note the pages of history and the statistics, the Lord has 
wonderfully blessed the Baptists in this State. Not only are we large, 
numerically, but we have about a half million dollars in chureh prop- 
erty, and one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in school property, 
which we ourselves bought. 


THE NEED OF OUR FIELD. 


One of the great needs of this Association and field is along the 
financial line. We sometimes apply to other bodies or fields. But 
there is no help like self help. Nothing so strengthens and develops 
self and self-dependence and self-confidence. It is true that we are 
entering upon our business in the time of a great crisis, in a district 
where the hail storm has displayed its power and in a time when a 
world-wide war is agitating the minds of many, and almost every- 
where and in all business there is a lull or standstill. But neverthe- 
less if we succeed we must in this meeting or some other, divise some 
plan to come in closer touch with our churches in a way that the peo- 
ple may realize our need and be so impressed that they will help us. 

Again, it is true that the primary work of the Church is to save 
souls, and all other is secondary, but as leaders of our race we must 
prepare the souls not only to be saved, but to be fully prepared fer 
the duties of life and fit subjects for heaven. 

It is easy for churches as well as individual members who are 
completely satisfied with negative goodness. There are some who have 
been members of the church for years and have not done anything for 
= on he missions, State missions, ‘and nothing for education. Have not 
led a single soul to Christ, yet so long as they can get up and testify 
that they have never been turned out of the Church they. assume an 
air of satisfaction. 

It is against such goodness that the holy writ issues a warning 
when it says, ‘‘Woe unto them that are at ease in Zion.’’ To those 
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who are resting upon their oars, who feel secure in their present state, 
the prophets of old who went about trying to arouse men from their 
lethargy, preaching righteousness and judgment to come, often paid 
the penalty of their zeal in various places of imprisonment, torture 
and death. 

Christ, preaching against the fossilized religion as taught by the 
seribes and Pharisees of his day, and beeause of it aroused against 
himself the most bitter opposition, which increased in violenee till 
it finally brought Him to the cross. It was not Christ in Himself but 
His progressive idea they opposed. 

It was the aggressive propaganda of Paul that caused such fre- 
quent and bitter opposition to Him. So on through the centuries ev- 
ery reformer has been a man of progressive ideas. 

Now, as at all times, the Church needs men, preachers and work- 
ers of a progressive idea—men who in the right and the fear of God, 
will push those ideas until they bear fruit; men who for the cause’s 
sake are willing to endure hardness and criticism; men who will push 
the battle to the gate, though they suffer persecction and misrepre- 
sentation; men who count not their lives dear unto themselves in the 
service of the Master; in pressing home to men their duty and re- 
sponsibility to their felowmen and their God. 

Our attention is called more closely to consider our school and 
the arrangements made for running the school. If the school is to be 
a success we must blend our forces together and stand by our worthy 
principal. If the debt is to be paid we must make a sacrifice of what 
God has given us. God wants missionary Baptists to do mission work, 
and if we can not go as missionaries on the foreign fields we can at 
least give something for missions. 

Dear brethren, let us so deport ourselves while we are here that 
the Spirit may guide the work of this session to the glory of God and 
credit to the denomination and an uplift of the race.

The delegates entered a 
prayer for 60 days to go home and raise shortness and send 
same in to the Treasurer, which request was granted and a mo- 
tion prevailed to adopt all letters as a whole. 


Rev. 8. T. Eldridge of Charlotte, N. C., was introduced 
and said in part: Bro. Moderator and brethren, I am glad to 
be here. I am here this morning because I love to be among 
ministers. Said he, my father and mother’s home was a min- 
ister’s home, and I have always had a deep reverence for the 
minister of the gospel. 
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He very beautifully portrayed the scenes that transpired 
in his early life, giving us an index to the brilliant character 
which he possesses. 

Time arrived for a sermon on Civic Righteousness by Rey. 
E. T. Milling. By a motion the sermon was waived and the 
topic, ‘‘A Prepared Ministry the Need of the Christian 
Church,’’ was discussed by Dr. P. F. Maloy. 


The speaker said in part: 

1. Preparation is necessarv. Moses was 80 years prepar- 
ing himself to do 40 years’ work. And he being Ged’s first 
leader was well prepared, as he was trained in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians. There is no less requirements upon the 
leaders of God’s Chureh of today. The speaker emphasized 
the term ‘‘Chureh.’’ Said he, the Church is God’s institution 
to save men. It is the pillar and ground of Truth, and being 
such men who are trained should be the only ones to carry the 
message. He distinguished between a call and being sent. 

2. A Divine eall is necessary to enter into the ministry. 
Consecrated and dedicated lives to Jesus. To abstain from 
smoking and things that are unclean. Said he, the consecrated 
minister will pay his honest debts, deal honest with his fellow- 
man and apply himself to deep study. 

This address was a masterpiece. 

Prof. J. L. Levister of Shaw University, Raleigh, N. C., 
came forward to represent his work to the Association: 

Said he: Bro. Moderator, ‘‘I am not a preacher, but I am 
here representing the preachers. I have tried during these 
years of life to consecrate my life so as to impress those with 
whom I come in contact. I am here to ask help in erecting a 
theological building on the campus of Shaw University for the 
training of preachers, and we humbly ask you to give us what- 
ever help you can.”’ 

Rey. O. J. Allen made some remarks in reference to the 
work Prof. Levister was doing and made a motion, which 
prevailed, that a collection be given here. Rev. E. T. Milling 
and O. J. Allen lifted this collection.

ARTICLE I. 


Seetion 1. This body shall be called Ebenezer Baptist Associa- 
tion. 


ARTICLE II. 


Sec. 1. The membership of this Association shall consist of dele- 
gates elected by the churches, and their pastors, and the delegates 
must have their membership in the bounds of the Association.

ARTICLE III. 


Sec. 1. The officers of this Association shall be Moderator, Vice 
‘Moderator, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer 
and Executive Board. 

See. 2. All officers must have their membership in the bounds of 
this Association. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Board shall act, when necessity ealls, in 
the absence of the Association and report the same to it.
